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KNIVES. AND FORKS. 


(By D. M. L.) 


T was not until the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth that it became the custom for a 
host to provide table cutlery for his 

guests. Before that time each of the guests 
at a banquet was expected to come provided 
with his or her knife and spoon, to which 
individual equipment a fork was added early 
in the sixteenth century. Of one Royal 
traveller it is stated that he “scarcely ex- 
pected to find any (table cutlery) at the houses 


of the nobility.”’ 

Still earlier than this, before table knives 
were manufactured, every man used the hunt- 
ing knife carried in his girdle to cut his meat, 
and also to cut the meat of the lady who was 
his dinner partner: when cut—well, we all 
know that fingers were an earlier invention 
than forks. 

The table forks first used had two long 

ngs set close together, and are said to have 
been invented by an Italian. Their pioneer 
users in England were regarded as effeminate, 
and fork- carver was a term of contempt. 

For hundreds of years the choice of cutlery 
for wedding presents has been a usual one, 
and sometimes single knives bearing senti- 
mental inscriptions were exchanged by the 
prospective bride and bridegroom. Such an 
exchange might be considered unlucky in 
these days, when a knife is said to cut 
love or to cut luck when given as a gift. 
However, as cases of knives are still most 
popular as wedding presents, we must suppose 
that there is safety in numbers. 

A golden knife was used by the Druids in 
their solemn ceremony of cutting the mistle- 
and with his knife the early Christian, 
when eating, made the sign of the Cross. 

An old country habit grew out of this, only 
to wither under label of vulgarity, 
though it is said that the peasants of Russia 
still practise it conscientiously. 

This was the reverent crossing of knife and 
fork upon the plate as an act of devotion, 
and so leaving hem after the meal, although, 
strange to say, the crossing of two knives 
* looked upon as a sign of approaching bad 
uck

FOR THE COOK. 
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STUFFED COD STEAKS. 

Have two cod steaks, cut about one inch 
thick. Wash them in salted water and 
dry thoroughly; bene them. 

Prepare a ‘orcemeat of—Two table- 
spoonfuls breadcrumbs, one ounce butter 
melted, half teaspoonful chopped paréley. 
Pinch sweet herbs, pepper, salt, cayenne, 
one egg, six oysters or shrimps. Fill the 
centre of the cod steaks with the stuffing, 
piling it high. Dust over some crumbs, 
place in a dripping tin with one or two 
ounces melted butter, and bake in a fairly 
quick oven twenty minutes. 


TO USE UP COLD FISH. 

Chop finely the remains of any cooked 
white fish and mix it with one ounce % 
butter, a pinch of cayenne and a dessert- 
spoonful anchovy essence. Let this mix. 
ture simmer for five minutes, then spread 
it on rounds of hot buttered toast. 
Garnish with a little parsley. 


SAVOURY FISH. 

Ingredients.— One sole, plaice or had- 
dock (skinned and filleted), quarter pound 
pork sausages, salt, pepper and powdered 
sage, half pint white sauce, half teaspoon- 
ful bouril. 

Method.— Wipe fillets carefully with a 
damp cloth, lay them on a board with the 
skin side uppermost, season with salt, 
pepper and a little powdered mas. Re- 
move the skin from the sausages, por- 
tion of the meat on each fillet, voll, and 
place on a greased bhaking-tin. Cover 
with greased paper, and bake in a mode- 
rate oven from 12 to 15 minutes. Dish 
and coat with sauce, to which horril has 
been added. Garnish with chopped 
parsley. 

SALMON CUTLETS. 

Ingredients.—One tin salmon or half 
pound cold salmon, one gill milk, four 
tablespoonfuls breadcrumbs, pepper, salt, 
lemon juice, one ounce margarine, one 
ounce hea one egg. 

Method.—Melt the butter ín a small 
saucepan, stir in the flour and add milk 
by degrees, bring to the boil, and boil 
two minutes; add seasoning, lemon 
juice, and salmon (broken in small 
pieces) ; turn on to a plate to cool.

Half a century ago gleomy views were 
held of the prospects ef religion as scien- 

i bas develóped. To-day, how- 
ever, Ea alfour can declare, in a fore- 
word to an interesting symposium 
edited by Mr. Joseph Needham, that 
religion is still with us, and can add: 
“ Not only so, but, so far as I can judge, 
its relations to science are more satisfac- 
tory at the end of tliis period than they 
were at the beginning. 

This cautious and moderate statement 
will endorsed by men of science and 
theolegians alike. éligious thinkers now 
are fully prepared to welcome the dis- 
coveries and assured results of scientific 
enquiry. They are willing to think out 
afresh and restate the convictions of reli- 

jous experience and the doctrines of 

hristianity in the light of modern 
scientific conceptions of the Universe, and 
human origins, and the growth af human 
society and its institutions. On the other 
hand, men of science realise to-day the 
limitations of their own pursuits. They 
hat science cah do no more than

Mr. goes on to show how 
Roman monumental building is ever 
in danger of being vegularised to the point 
pf formula. A large part of his fine 
chapters on medern building—which are 
the best in the book—deals with the prob- 
lem of combining Roman dignity and 
erder with ornamental grace. The book 
is copioysly illustrated with photographs, 
and includes pictures of the most signifi- 
cant of modern buildings, such as the new 
railway stations in New York and Helsing- 
fors. Even Dutch ‘futurist ” architee- 
ture is representéd. Pictures of some 
modern domestic Work present a contrast 
of airy grace to pictures of stuffy an] 
overcrowded Victorian interiors. 

The picture of Adelaide House, London, 
is particularly interesting—a superb, lofty 
pile, severe and Roman in its massive im- 
pressiveness, erected just at the spot where 
Roman walls once fronted the river, as if, 
like the Roman charactér, the véry fabfic 
of Roman London were born again.

The late W. P. Ker—the best authority 
of our times on medieval romance and the 
Northern sagas—was a true humanist. As 
Mr. Charles Whibley tells us in a memeir 
which prefaces the collected edition of his 
essays, Ker's range of knowledge was 
immenee ; for he was familiar with most of 
the languages of Europe and loved to 
explore the most neglected reaches of 
European literature. Deep as was his 
interest in what to the Romans was the 
outer world of the barbarians, he was 
steadily classicál in his tastes and judg- 
ment. He was a humanist because ae 
sought to bring the ends of the earth into 
the republic of letters. 

In taking up these two absorbing 
volumes the reader should read first the 
last two essays—one oh “ the humanist 
ideal, the other on the value of the 
terms ‘classical’ and ‘romantic’ as 
applied to literature. Herein may be 
found Ker's credo, Only when wé have 
rid ourselves, as Ker exhorts us, of tha 
notion the classical is the prim and dry 
and the romantic something new to the 
werld since the ancient days—only when 
we realise with him that Pindar, Aristo- 
phanes and Homer's self could be as 
„% mantic as Walter Scott, and that the 
modern romantics owed their achievements 
to their classical schooling—can we go ex- 
ploring with Ker in his essays and rightly 
understanding strange, out-of-the-way, 
‘glamorous fields of medieval and modern 
iterature — German, Spanish, Seandi- 
navian, Celtic. 

Perhaps, the most interesting and also 
most characteristic of the essays before us 
is that on ‘‘ Iceland and the Humanities. 
Ker tells how little Iceland, with only 
100,000 speakers of its language (20,000 of 
them in Canada), has maintained from 
ancient times a proud literary tradition 
and cultivates to-day a scholarship which 
„% makes Iceland interesting to the student 
of the Humanities as a land in whieh 
he may recognise “an instinct for 
language like that which he finds iu 
Greece. 


This essay is introduced by some remarks 
on neglected beauties at our door. 
„he Island of Britain,“ Ker remarks, 
“has never vet been thoroughly explained 
to its inhabitants. Few people know any- 
thing of the poetical traditions of Wales, 
of the ancient and elaborate art of verse 
as it is still practised there, where a post- 
man is quoted as an artist in metre, and a 
peliceman writes the history of literature. 
Does not even a casual glimpee into this 
unfamiliar order of studies add something 
to one’s knowledge, add something to the 
character of Britain!“ A

Published yesterday, ‘“‘Lodgers in London“ 
will be sought for with much curiosity when 
it is known that its author is 4 daughter of 
Mr. Eden Phillpotts. It is a first novel of 
teat promise, although we believe that Miss 
?hillpotts has gifts better suited to the short 
story than to the lengthier narrative. We are 
shown the quaint and pathetic inmates of a 
London boarding-house, and the author in- 
terests us in their several fates, giving equal 
pains to the delineation of the shy poverty- 
stricken artist and the merry, mischievous 
lass whose thought lessness involves bim in so 
much trouble; Carlota, the dancer, vivid and 
managing; Philip, the Irish youth. whose 
vocation stands between him and her. We 
like best Mrs, Nodden, the landlady herself, 
who always goes to sleep when there is trouble 
about, and holds that there would be. less 
unpleasantness in the world if only there were 
more slumber. Philip. by the way, although 
he is a youth living like a layman in lodgings 
and studying at the Museum, is supposed to 
be a Jesuit. One wonders if Miss Phillpotts 
ever met a clergyman of that austere Order. 
The book is written with a lively and healthy 
humour, and has none of the unpleasantness 
so common in modern fiction.

Even Mr. McKenna’s admirers have been 
inclined to blame him in recent years for 
narrowing his range down to one small section 
at society, and in particular to one ultra- 
neurotic tyne of character. In The Oldest 
God, however, he breaks entirely 
ground. To Mr. Frazer's Golden Bough '' 
some indebtedness probably is due. Were 
Pan to reign again society would find its 
standards strangely upset, and because since 
medieval days the popular conception of Pan 
has been confused with that of the devil, a 
two-fold problem would arise with very dis- 
turbing results. Mr. McKenna’s fantastic 
introduction of Pantheism into a modern 
house - Party is a tour de force; for he gives 
the reader something of the incredulous 
astonishment of one who is a reluctaut wit- 
ness of what he believed to. be impossible, 
and he sustains this feeling with great 
skill. A certain Freudian interpretation of 
the emotions of those whio revert to type 
under the influence of the oldest god, 
only enhances one's sense of horror, but the 
whole: conception has logical force for all its 
mystery and strangeness.

Any 
characters of normal simplicity at outlook 
who slip into the story are kept round the 
corner or ave hustled out of the book at once, 
like vigilance inspectors iv a questionable 
neighbourhood. The nasty-minded dendy 
Hallam, who greets us on the first page an 
is prominent in the book to the end, applied 
the description radiant but sordid ' to one 
of his own maid servants, and the phrase 
might be applied equally well to the book, 
but the radiance is that of a back street 
tawdry bar.

The case of Walsh and another, appellant ; 

Cooley, respondent, came before the Court for 
decision on a case stated by Mr. Commissioner 
Swayne, 
The plaintiff, Michael Cooley, brought an 
action — ejectment for overholding 7 
the defendants, Patrick Walsh and James 
Cooney, to recover possession of a dwelling- 
house in Tullinadaly road, Tuam. The County

The plaintiff proved 
that he required the house for a son of his, 
whom he wished to set up in business in it, 
and it was contended on his behalf that 
Romney was not his tenant or under-tenant, 
and had no status under the Increase of 
Rent Restriction Act, 1923, 
For the defence it was contended that, as 
the plaintiff knew that Patrick Walsh was 
taking the house as a residence for his sister, 
she and her husband were within the equity 
of the Act and could not be dispossessed, 
and that, in determining the question of 
comparative ip, the Commissioner was 
bound to take into consideration the hardship 
to the sister and her family. 

Mr. Commissioner Swayne held that he 

take into consideration the hard- 
of Walsh personally, and was not en- 
ti to consider the hardship to his sister 
and her family ; that Walsh alone was tenant, 
and that the Cooneys had no legal or equit- 
able interest that would entitle them to rely 
on the Act, and he gave a decree for pos- 
session, with costs.

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BURNING OF QUEENSTOWN 


PREMISES. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) | 
The hearing was resumed of the action 
brought by William Henry Rushbrooke, of 
Cosford, Milford, Surrey, retired Amy cap- 
tain, against Denis O'Sullivan, of Bong street, 
Queenstown, licensed vintner, and the Hiber- 
nian Fire and General Insurance Co., Ltd., 
Dublin, for a declaration that the defendants, 
the Hibernian Fire Insurance Company, held 
the sum of £3,470, portion of a sum of 
25,350, payable under an insurance policy 
dated 2ist December, 1922; as trustees for 
the plaintiff, the money being alleged to be 

ayable in respect) of the burning of the 
— and premises, 2 Bond street, Queens- 
town, held by the defendant, Denis O’Sulli- 
van, from the plaintiff under a lease dated 
16th” March, 1910. Plaintiff also sought an 
injunction: to tompel the defendant, Denis 
O'Sullivan, to remove a structure erected on 
the site of the premises, and requiring him 
to reinstate the premises in pursuance of a 
covenant in the lease: an account of the 
rent due to the plaintiff, damages for alleged 
breaches of the covenants, and an order that 
he expend the money receivable by him under 
the fire insurance policy {in respect’ of build- 
ings) towards the reinstatement of the 
premises. 

Mr. Price, K.C., Mr. Overend, K.C., and 
Mr. Hungerford (instructed by Messrs.‘ A. H. 
Allen and Son) appeared for the plaintiff; 
Mr. Denning. K.C., Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and 
Mr. J. J. Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. D. 
Boudren) for the defendant, Denis O Sullivan; 
and Mr. McCann, K. C., with whom were Mr. 
Geoghegan, K. C., and Mr. E. Kelly (in- 
structed by Messrs. Corrigan and Corrigan), 
for the Hibernian Insurance Company. 

It appeared that the premises were destroyed 
by fire in August, 1923, and that a claim for 
compensation for malicious injury, which was 
dismissed, was brought on the 20th October 
by Denis O'Sullivan. 

Mr. Denis Boudren, the defendant’s solicitor, 
was further examined, and detailed the various 
interviews which took place between him and 
Mr. Sheriff, ‘the assessor of the Hibernian 
Insurance Company, and it was finally agreed 
between them that the sum to be paid on foot 
of the policy was £3,175, of which £2,150 
was in respect of the building, the balance 
being for goods, furniture and stock-in-trade. 
The £2,150 was to be lodged in the bank to 
the credit of Captain Rushbrooke and, the 
defendant O’Sullivan. 

Mr. Joseph Carvill, agent for Captain 
Rushbrooke, stated that there was three vears’ 
rent due. The premises had been completely 
destroyed and would have to be rebuilt from 
the foundation. : 
Denis O'Sullivan, the defendant, was 
examined, and stated that he purchased the 
premises for £750 and spent £600 or £700 on 
improvements. After the destruction of the 
premises he made a claim on the insurance 
company, and was directed to lodge a 
malicious injury application. He did ao, but 
the claim was dismissed by the Recorder of 
Cork. After several interviews between the 
assessors and Mr, Boudren, he (defendant) 
consented to a settlement on the terms stated. 
The case had not concluded when the Court 
rose, and the further hearing was adjourned 
till to-day. 
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AUSTRALIAN WOOL SALES. 
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PRODUCE AND FOOD MARKETS. 
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CATTLE. 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—To-day’s 
live stock market was altogether minus the 
energy and stability of last week. The en- 
couraging tone of previous gatherings appears 
to have induced country dealers to send for- 
ward considerable drafts of stock. Our sup- 
plies were consequently on the excessive side 
(especially of sheep), and were much beyond 
what could be conveniently dealt with. The 
value barometer, consequently, experienced a 
more or less severe shaking. Cattle may be 
reckoned as ls. to 2s. lower, while sheep, on 


“the whole, were a good 3s. to 5s. worse to 


cash, perhaps even more on the heavier quali- 
ties. ‘here was a palpable shrinkage in the 
export inquiry for both cattle and sheep. 
With regard to the former, the accumulation 
of finished stall-feds in Norfolk, Norwich and 
other noted feeding centres has become so 
large that the Board of Agriculture decided 
to allow feeders to market these cattle and 
proceed to any destination, irrespective of the 
scheduled foot-and-mouth districts, for imme- 
diate slaughter. This, naturally, has brought 
out a great number of cattle to supply the 
comparative stint previously experienced, and 
commission men this side of the water have 
received smaller orders to execute, some lead- 
ing men taking 200 to 300 cattle last week 
not requiring a quarter or half that 
number of heavy  bullocks from here 
this morning. This, with other circum- 
stances, made a distinctly adverse impression 
on the market. generally. There was a 
biggish proportional carry-over of unsold 
cattle and sheep, which included a great 
number of dealers’ entries. Montreal advices 
of shipments of Canadian cattle for Manches- 
ter, Liverpool and Glasgow are given as some- 
thing over 2,000 head. Shipping prices are 
on the easier side, viz.—choice steers, 8.20 to 
8.40 dollars per 100 lbs.; mediums, 7.50 to 
8.00, and plainer sorts from 7.00 to 7.50. The 
latter figure, too, applies to heifers. Cows 
are from 5.50 to 6.50, and bulls 5.25 to 5.75 
dollars per 100 Ibs. It looks as if this week’s 
shipments were of ordinary and mixed 
character.

Better Business. 

The great success of the British. In- 
dustries /Fajr. has directed the attention 
of the trading world once more to England’s 
economic revival. A few years ago the 
days of British supremacy in trade seemed 
to.be numbered. The United States decided 
to raise a prohibitive tariff wall against 
imported goods of all kinds; Germany, 
with the aid of a depreciated ‘exchange, 
was ousting Britain’s manufactures from 
every foreign market; and an almost con- 
tinuous series of strikes and stoppages 
at home was throwing the whole economic 
machinery of the nation out of ‘gear. In 
the cigsamstances the British Government 
might have been excused if it had decided 
to abandon its traditional policy of 
financial conservatism. It would have 
been : easy to allow the value of 
‘sterling to depreciate, and thus, tem- 
porarily, at any rate, to stimulate the 
languishing export trade; but Britain 
had unbounded faith in herself. The 
policy which was laid down immediately 
after the war was continued by every 
sudosssive Government. The currency was 
deflated, in spite of the most stupendous 
difficulties. Debts were paid punctually ; 
the people were taxed to the limit of 
their financial endurancé.; and, while 
Europe was weltering in change and ex- 
periment, Britain stood firm, breasting 
the tide of economic distress and turning 
a deaf ear to the siren’ voices. that tried 
to lure her into tempting paths. At 
times the struggle seemed to be hopeless; 
but England held to her faith that, sooner 
or later, the tide would turn. 

At last a definite improvement seems 
to have begun. Speaking at Cambridge, 
Sir Philip Cunliffe Lister, President of 
the Board of Trade, declared that the 
worst was over and that henceforward a 
steady increase in Britain’s trade might 
be expected. Every week the army of 
unemployed is being reduced. Even in 
the coal industry sales are increasing with 
falling prices, and, if the \ threatened 
trouble can be staved off next. May, 
British coal may regain the’ position in 
the markets of the. world which. it for- 
feited five years ago. Peace is assured 
in. the. railway industry. Recognising 
their mutual difficulties, masters and njen 
have established a welcome/concordat, with 
the result that, at the annual meeting of 
the Great Western Railway Company, 
Viscount Churchill was able to tell his 
shareholders that traffic was on the 
upward grade and that the company’s 
receipts already were beginning to 
improve. Shipbuilding also has started 
to recover from the heavy depression of 


recent years. In this case, too, the estab- 


lishment of a friendly understanding 
between the employers and their men has 
given the industry a feeling’ of “security 
which it needed badly, and, while an 
early return to its pre-war prosperity 
hardly is to be expected, there is every 
reason to hope that British shipbuilding— 
and in this case Britain includes Belfast— 
has. passed through the worst of its 
troubles. This industry probably has 
suffered more heavily than any other 
branch of the nation’s economy. Its 
decline has inflicted serious losses on 
many other trades, all of which will share 
now in the fruits of its revival. 

The results of the British Industries 
Fair at Birmingham offer a useful index 
to the better conditions which are in sight, 
During the short period of the éxhibition 
no fewer than 50,000 trading - visitors 
attended, and at least 2, O00, 000 worth 
of orders were taken at the stands. One

The Agricultural ‘census which was 
taken in Denmark in 1923 included 
a survey of forestry. The official 
Statistical Department. now publishes 
a report upon that survey from which 
interesting facts emerge. In 1923 it was 
found that no less than 882,800 acres of 
Danish soil were given over to forestry ; 
86 per cent. of this area was under trees 
and the rest was forest land cut over and 


| under, preparation for replanting. After 


the Great War South Jutland. seized by 
Prussia sixty years ago, was restored to 
Denmark, and this increased the timbered 
area of Denmark by 6 per cent..; but in 
the whole of Denmark, exclusive of South 
Jutland, the timbered area in 1923 repre- 
sented an increase oí no less than 58 per 
cent. over the area in 1881. Nearly three- 
quarters of the Danish forests consist of 
plantations “exceeding 100 acres in area, 
but the greater part of these plantations 
are owned privately, It is worthy of note 
that the State and the municipalities own 
barely a quarter of the timbered lands. 
During the year 1922-1923 one and a half 
million cubic metres of. timber were felled, 
representing a value of about 21,250,000, 
while wooden manufactured articles were 
exported to the value of :£225,000. These 
statistics: give us some conception of the 
advantage which Denmark has over Ire- 
land in her trees, and the contrast between 
the two countries stands forth when it is 
remembered that Denmark has 82 per 
cent. of her land under woods against a 
percentage of merely 1.3 in Ireland. We 
cannot estimate Denmark’s advantage 
truly, however, unless we take into account 
the consequential benefits conferred by 
forests—benefits,.in the case of a smail 
agricultural country, which far exceed even 
the value of the cut timber. Shelter is pro- 
vided to agricultural land which formerly 
was swept by sea winds and blowing sand. 
Wild territory is reclaimed and new 
expanses are brought under the plough. 
“To-day Ireland is the barest land of Western 
Europe, but in Denmark's example 
comfort may be found, since Jutland— 
which contains two-thirds of her forest 
area—was as bleak as Donegal in the life- 
time of people still living. It was after 
the loss of her southern territory to 
Germany that Denmark set about her great 
task of afforestation and reclamation. In 
the Journal of the Free State Department 
of Lands and Agriculture Mr. A. C. Forbes 
recommends for Irish emulation the 
measures adopted by the Danes. For ovér 


|. sixty-five years the Danish Heath Society 


—a voluntary body, supported by patriotic 
subscribers—has undertaken planting and 
superintendénce. It has laid down more 


than 2,000 plantations, with a total area} 
of 210,815 acrés—one-third of Denmark's 


forest lands. To its endeavours is due tho 
transformation of Jutland from desolate 
sandy heath into an expanse of valuable 
forest, sheltering reclaimed tillage land.

Palestine. 


The news that the Palestine gendarmerie 
is about to be disbanded brings an echo 
of Irish history from the Middle East. 
This gendarmerie, which was established at 
the time of the Anglo-Irish Agreement, 
consists of two forces, British and native. 
Not only is the British force formed on 
the model of the old Royal Irish Con- 
stabylary, but it was recruited in large 
measure from the scattered remnants of 
the Black and Tans. The native force, 
or gendarmerie of Eastern Palestine, ‘s 
composed ‘mainly of Arabs and Circas- 
sians; and both bodies have been at the 
Government’s disposal for the suppression 
of local disorders and for the prevention 
of inroads from Transjordania. Excellent 
work has been done by the British force, 
and, while it is being disbanded on grounds 
of financial economy; a portion of the men 
will receive employment with the police. 
Of the eastern force the Circassian 
squadrons, who are up to the standard of 
good Indian cavalry, will be retained for 
service on the Transjordanian frontier. 
As a writer in The Times observes, the dis- 
bandment of the gendarmerie coincides 
with the withdrawal of the 9th Lancers— 
the last British unit of the garrison other 
than the Royal Air Force, which is a 
necessary and most efficient arm against 
the inroads of that immemorial raider of 
Palestine, the nomad Bedouin. These 
reductions of military strength are satis- 
factory testimony alike to the general state 
of the country and to the decline of open 
hostility between the Arabs and the Jews. 
Such problems as remain for solution in 
Palestine are chiefly political, including 
the persistent’ Jewish claim to a larger 
share in national government, and the 
Arabs’ objection to the whole mandatory 
system. Economically, Palestine enjoys to- 
day a more widespread and more secure 
prosperity than it has known for a 
thousand years. In a statement of his 
policy, at. Jerusalem on: Monday, Lord 
Plumer, the High Commissioner, said that 
the Government proposed to replace the 
tithe system with some form of land tax, 
to develop municipal administration, to 


to improve the port of Jaffa, to establish 
agricultural schools and to devise measures 
tor infant welfare. Infant welfare has 
received smal] consideration in Palestine 
between the days of those two governors, 
Herod and Lord Plumer, 
Festooned With Saxons.’*

OBITUARY. 


PROFESSOR A. R. CUSHNY. 

Mr. Arthur Robertson Cushny, M. A., 
M. D., LL. D., F. R. S., Professor of Materia 
Medica and Pharmacology in the eer 
of Edinburgh, died suddenly in Edinburg 
yesterday. Born in 1866, Professor Cushny 
was the fourth son of the late Mr. John 
Cushny, of Sheymouth, Morayshire. He was 
educated at the University of Aberdeen, and 
at Berne and Strassburg. 

After a brilliant University career, he held 
chairs of Materia Medica and Pharmacology 
in the University of Michigan and the Uni- 
versity of London (University College, Lon- 
don), before he was she Proíessor in 
Edinburgh in 1918; and he was a member 
of the al Commission on Whisky and 
other Potable Spirits. Professor Cushny pub- 
lished a text k on Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics, of which an eighth edition was 
issued in 1924, and he was author of a 
treatise on The Action and Uses in 
Medicine of Digitalis and its Allies (1924). 


MR. JOSEPH OAKES. 

Ex-Alderman Joseph Oakes, who was twice 
Mayor of Bewdley, died suddenly yesterday 
at Wyre Hill, in his eighty-second year. 
Beginning work as a charcoal-burner before 
he was ten years old, he afterwards acquired 
a business as timber merchant. and charcoal 
manufacturer. He enjoyed the personal 
friendship of Mr. Baldwin, and when the 
freedom of Bewdley was conferred upon. the 
Prime Minister Mr. Oakes presented him with 
souvenirs of the former industries of Bewdley.

Twelve 
courses of lectures are offered, the p me 
covering the period from the 15th of July to 
the 26th of August, 1925. Male students will 

_ accommodated during that period in 
Trinity College, and female students at the 
Women’s Hostel, Trinity Hall. 


TRINITY'S NEW DEPARTURE. 

The Provost of plage College, describing 
the arrangement to an Trish T'imes represen- 
tative, said that the course had been arranged 
in the interest of American students (many of 
whom were teachers), to whom a term at the 
University of Dublin would be of special 
value. From the Irish point of view, it was 
felt by the Board of Trinity College to be of 
importance that young Irishmen and women 
should be brought into close contact with their 
contemporaries beyond the Atlantic. The 
University of Dublin was the fitst academic 
body in Great Britain or Ireland to hold a 
‘summer school for students from across the 
seas, and, so far as Trinity College authorities 
were aware, no similar undertaking was con- 
templated at Oxford or Cambridge. 

In the circular that has been 
announcing the plan it is made plain that the 
carrying out of the programme will d 
on definite registration, before the Ist of June 
next, of not less than 275 entries for single 
courses; and not more than 120 men and 
women can be received. As yet, the College 
authoritiés have no indication as to the 
number of applications made for registration. 

The school is being undertaken on the 
understanding that a term at Trinity College, 
on the lines indicated, shall be assigned 
appropriate credit at the American Univer- 
sities from which the students come.

Servants 
will be provided, and it is stated that lunch 
can be obtained at cheap rates at the 
luncheon buffet in the College.

These arrangements have not been easy to 
make, but the College authorities believed 
that the request made to them was one that 
deserved their sympathetic attention, and 
they were willing to make the experiment. 

It is reasonable to anticipate that the possi- 
bility of taking such courses, and residing 
within an institution of such historic founda- 
tions and famous traditions, as registered 
students of the University, will be regarded

HEN the Committee stage of the 
Land Bill, 1926—the bill designed 

to prevent an appeal to the Privy Council 
in the case of Lynham v. Butler—was 
reached in the Free State Senate. yesterday, 

General Sir William Hickie moved the 
suspension of the Standing Orders so that 
the remaining stages of the bill might be 
taken. 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins supported the 
motion. He said that it was desirable that 
the bill should be passed as speedily as 
possible, especially as a discussion was to 
take place about it in the House of Lords.

Beginning first with the question of home 
defence, he insisted that that was a para- 
mount duty which had been recognised by 
successive Governments.

In this respect we were still not so 
strong as we ought. to be. Sir Samuel 
added: I do not intend to withdraw, or 
even to modify, any warning that I have 
ever given as to the weakness of our position, 
and the need to remedy it.

CANTON CUSTOMS 
DISPUTE. 


END OF THE DEADLOCK. 
CANTON, Thursday. ~ 
The Customs incident here has been closed 


strikers, and by the issue of a proclamation 
that all formalities must be complied with. 
Permits to load and discharge cargoes will be 
issued at noon . to-morrow.—(Reuter.) 

A Reuter message despatched earlier on 
Thursday from Canton stated :—The landing 
and loading of cargo has been held up since 
. by the order of the Customs 
Commissioner, closing Canton and Whampoa. 
The import of rice alone is allowed, for it is 
the staple food of two million people in the 
city. Cenk fifty steamers are now lying idle. 
The situation is quiet, but still threatening, 
although it appears evident that the great 
majority of the Chinese population approves 
the stand made by the Customs authorities, 
though they are suffering severely from the 
inconvenience caused by the closing of the 
ports. A crowd, which was addressed by 
the Customs Commissioner, who explained 
his attitude, applauded his speech. 

Ten cargo boats ate being surrendered to 
the Maritime Customs by the Red” boy- 
cott pickets, but it is revealed that much 
foreign cargo has been sold, or otherwise 
made away with, and cannot be produced. 

The Customs Commissioner, supported by 
the British Consul, is demanding that the 
Independent Government. of Canton shall 
issue a proclamation declaring the right of 
the Chinese Maritime Customs to hold the 
first examination of all cargoes. It is con- 
sidered likely. that the working of steamers 
will be resumed when the Canton Govern- 
ment has issued this proclamation. 

The boycotters. however, have formed an 
examination depdt, intended to deal with 
goods after their release by the Maritime 
Customs, so that there is no doubt that the 
depredation of foreign goods will continue. 

It is reported that, in order to obtain the 
release of a steamer and ca seized * by 
armed strike pickets, a foreign has paid 
a sum of £12,000.

Kong for five days, excepting an armed naval

INDIAN TAXATION 
INQUIRY, | 


COMMITTEE'S FINDINGS ON 
PROHIBITION, 


— — 


DELHI, Thursday. 
Several important changes in the distribu- 
tion of the burden of taxation are 
by the Indian Taxation Enquiry Committee, 
of which Sir Charles Todhunter was Presi- 
dent and Sir Percy Thompson and four 


Indians were members. 

The recommendations, which are unanimous, 
are based on the evidence of 300 witnesses, 
including 35 economists. The Committee 
observes that, if the Government’s policy 
were to be complete prohibition, the pre- 
ventive force would have to be stren d, 
and the loss of revenue would be 18 per cent. 
of the total tax revenues of the country. The 
replacement of this sum would involve the 
,exploitation of every alternative source of 
revenue possible. 

The action already taken in the direction 
of prohibition has resulted in an increase. of 
crime, states the report. Still the Com- 
mittee recommend a definite increase in the 
tariff rate on foreign liquors in lieu of the 
“vend fees” imposed in the form of 
additions to the tariff rate, and it is sug- 
rested that a duty on country-made and 
— liquors. should be levied at the tariff 
rate. The Committee also propose the 
restriction of opium cultivation, the abandon- 
ment of the auction system for opium, and a 
systematic controł throughout the country of 
fermented liquors. 


SUGAR DUTIES. á 

The Committee recommend a reduction in 
the Customs daties on conventional neces- 
sities, and especially on sugar, with a view 
to affording relief to the classes; the 
removal of the export duty on hides, which 
they declare to be wrong in principle and 
dangerous in its effects; imposition of <n 
Excise duty on cigars, cigarettes and pipe 
tobacco made in factories in India, and an 
increase in the import duty on unmanu- 
factured tobacco. 

The Committee urge that the proper way 
to protect the Indian cotton-mill industry is 
to increase the import duty on manufactured 
cotton. 

The Committee recommend the proper 
collection of duties on Stock Exchange trans- 
actions, the conversion of the s -tax on 
companies into a corporation profite tax, the 
introduction of a super-tax on incomes from

Live stock, like human beings, are 
subject to risks of accident which cannot 
often be immediately ~remedied, and to 
pounce. upon an owner of an animal and 
penalise him for his misfortune, not his fault, 
constitutes a much greater cruelty. It stands 
to reason that the owner of live stock has a 
much greater interest in their humane treat- 
ment than any outsider, however well in- 
tentioned. | 
Producers and owners of live stock are 
struggling against very adverse circumstances 
at the present time, and admittedly fighting 
an up-hill fight to preserve the premier in- 
dustry of the country from extinction.

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Lands and Agri- 
culture, said that the Act of 1923 uired 
amendment in many respects. It would be 
necessary to introduce an amending bill this 
session. There were the Land Bank cases, 
when land was bought at a time when the 
price was very high. It would be quite im- 
possible to re-sell at those prices, and it 
was in respect to those cases that the Act 
should be amended. 

It would also have to be amended in 
respect of building ground, The Act 
of 1923 had caused many bardships. 
Where a small portion of a farm 
abutted on a public road, such land 
caused the whole farm to be axcluded, on the 
plea that it was building ground. He agreed 
that an amendment was needed to enable 
the holding to be sub-divided into building 
lands and agricultural lands. 

The sections of the bill dealing with fee- 
farm grants and leases raised difficult ques- 
tions. As to the binding force of the con- 
tractual agreements for payment of the 
compounded arrears to the landlords, he 
pointed out that the Land Act had altered 
contracts, and similar legislation was taking 
place in other countries. 

FAR ENOUGH, 

His point of view was that land purchase 
had gone far enough, and he thought it 
should be their aim to limit it. Their land 
legislation was probably the most drastic of 
any land legislation in Europe, and, as far 
as he was concerned, was not anxious 
to extend its scope. He was anxious to 
administer the Act as far as it applied to 
tenants, but he was not p to agree 
that certain hoiders who were not agricultural 
tenants should get the advantages of agricul- 
tural tenants within the Land Act of 1881.
